He elslms that hit efforts led to the German agreement that the 
Azerbaijan Troops would fight in the Eastern Front only* Despite 
hit efforts Germany did net recefnise the independence ef Azerbaijan 
until 17 March 1945. 

1944 He «Ays that he secured the transfer ef himself and hit Moslem 
compatriots to Denmark and Italy for fear that they would have to 
surrender to the Russians • 

1945 Surrender in Italy with many compatriots to th e Br itish and Americans 
with the "understanding" that they would net OWW0C be forcibly 
returned to Russia. Was liberated after three months* Had nu m er ous 
cenversqtions with Ar^ intelligence represent it ivee. He is bitter 
about the fact that many ef his compatriots were sent back to Russia 
in September 1945, although many escaped in Central Rurepe on route*
